NOTED BRITISH 
EXPLORER HERE 


Conqueror of the Rub al Khali, 
the blistering desert of sand in 
southern Arabia, Bertram Thomas. 
O.B.E.. of Cambridge, England, who 
made a 900-mile trek through that 
hitherto unmapped section of Ara- 
bian desert in 1931, is a visitor in 
the city and speaks Friday under 
the auspices of the National Coun- 
cil of Education at University Con- 
vocation hall at 8:15 p.m. 

Doughty and Burton, the great 
English explorers who penetrated 
the Medina and Mecca territories 
in mid-Victerian times, were hith- 
erto considered the outstanding 
British explorers of Arabia, but 
Thomas’ feat is considered of equal 
rank. For months, without weapons 
or sn-.escort, he lived among the 
Arabs as one of themselves, leading 
the simple life of a desert nomad, 
with food derived from camel milk 
and dates forming most of his sus- 
tenance. 

Thomas learned the Arab char- 
acter during four stormy years as 
British Political Officer in Irak 
between 1918 and 1922. In 1920, he 
was besieged in a little outpost br 
a horde of fanatics and was pluck- 


ed out of the very jaws of death) 


by a British plane which made a 
hazardous landing and escaped in 
the nick of time. For the next two 
rears, Thomas was at the other end 
of the Arabian peninsula. serving 
@s assistant British representative 
in Transjordania, across the Jordan 
from mandated Palestine. 

From 1924 onward, he was Prime 
Minister and Minister of Finance to 
the Sultan of Muscat QOman—ihe 
first occasion on which a Britisher 
was ever Prime Minister to a for- 
eign state. The distinguished vis- 
tor is no stranger to Canadians 
for his regiment stood in line with 
the Canadians at Ypres during the 
first gas attack, April, 1915

On Friday evening, September 29, | | 


1933, the Jewish people will begin 
its observance of the Day of Atone- 


ment, known in Hebrew as “Yom | 


Kippur,” with most solemn reli- 


gious services. 


Nidre” (literally “All vows") which 
will mark the beginning of the 
most sacred and solemn day of the 
Hebrew calendar. The entire day 
«Saturday, September 30) is ob- 
served by all Jews with grave con- 
cern; it is devoted to fasting, 
prayer, meditation, repentance and 
forgiveness. This Holy Day, there- 
fore, carries an invaluable religious 
message to mankind at large, as 
well as to the Jewish people. 


In the days of the Temple an | 


elaborate sacrificial ritual consti- 
tuted the chief form of observance 
of the Day of Atonement. The 
people filled the Temple court. The 
High Priest came before the altar 
garbed in his priestly dress. At 


first he uttered a confession of his | 


own sins and the sins of his house- 
hold and prayed for pardon and 
remission; then he ctied a confes- 


sion of the sins of the priesthood | 


and begged forgiveness; finally he 
read a confession of the sins of the 
entire Jewish people and invoked 
the God of Justice and Mercy for 
forgiveness. This ceremony im- 
pressed the people and filled them 
with awe and reverence;

With the disappearance of the 
sacrificial ritual from Jewish Ife, 
the Day of Atonement rose in 
sacredness and holiness.

OUR PLACE IN HISTORY 

One speculative commentator wonders 
what the historian of 2000 A.D., looking 
backward over this period of “gravest and 
most enduring depression,” will discover 
to have been the “keynote’’ of the present 
generation. 

Stupidity, probably. That is only a 
guess, of course, but guessing is free and 
one guess is about as good as another in 
the circumstances. And could we really 
blame him? 

With one-third of the people of Canada 
on short rations because we have so much 
food in the country, in rags because we 
have so much cloth, homeless because we 
have so much building material, and the 
whole nation in misery and fear because 
we have more wealth than any nation of 
the size ever had before in the history of 
the world—we do seem to be well up in 
the running for the internationa! all-time 
prize for collective dumbness. 


WHAT IS HE DOING THERE? 

Hon. Dr. Manion undoubtedly spoke for 
the common sense and the conscience of 
the people of Canada when he urged before 
the Assembly of the League of Nations 
that the manufacture of armament and 
munitions should not be carried on as a 
business by private parties, seeking to 
make profits therefrom. Governients 
should make their own guns and tanks and 
other paraphernalia of war. 

Human nature being wnat it is, it would 
be hard enough to keep peace in this un- 
peaceful world even if there were not in 
every lending’ country groups of powerful 
men and still more powerful corporations 
who can fill their coffers by promoting 
war scares, keeping national suspicions 
alive, and on occasion actually conspiring 
together to bring the nations into strife. 

But isn't it possible that Canada’s Min- 
ister of Railways would be better employ- 
ed at home just now, trying to keep peace 
on the railway-front in this Dominion? The 
League has heard all that he said, from 
other lips, many times, and some one else 
could have said it quite as effectively at 
this time. Meanwhile the railwaymen of 
Canada are taking a strike vote, with a 
very definite possibility that in thirty days 
or so the whole transportation system of 
the country will come to a stand- still. 

That is the subject which should be en-

He should be on 
the job at Ottawa, leaving some other cap- 
able man to present Canada’s views at 
Geneva on the question of armament- 
manufacture.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: K. G. F. writes: “I enjoy reading 
your question and answer column and would like 
to ask a question myself. I had my tonsils taken 
out about four months ago, but, when exposed to 
wind or in a real warm place, I have coughing 
spells. Please advise me if you approve of having 
tensils taken out if they are deseased. Also if the 
exposure to wind and heat after a certain length 
of time will cease making me cough. Is it an early 
sign of tuberculosis of the throat?” 

ANSWER: The cause of any cough should be 
very thoroughly investigated. Yes, it is true that 
it may be un early sign of tuberculosis of the throat, 
but not necessarily so, as it may be simply a result 
from your operation. I do not advise promiscuous 
removal «f tonsils. They are composed of lymphoid 
ussue and, when diseased, can be made healthy 
again through dieting and following the proper hy- 
gienic habits 

Question: Siim Jim writes: “I seem to be grow- 
ing unceasingly. I am 15 years old, five feet six 
inches and weigh 120 pounds. I look like a long 
skeleton. 
What can I do to ped out my bones and stop this 
growing?” 

Answer: Very often a young boy does grow ex 
ceedingly fast for a while, but I feel sure that by 
the time you are a young man your height and 
weight will be normal, so I would advise you not 
to worry. Take plenty of exercise, walk several 
miles daily, and follow a well-balanced diet, and 
you will be all right.

Transmission Costs Reduc- 
ed, Making Request of | 
Advertisers Possible 


OTTAWA, Sept. 28.--“The Cana- 
dian Radio Commission announced 
last night that it had completed 
arrangements whereby high oa 
sponsored programs . now ing 
broadcast ‘only in Ontario and 
Quebec would become ‘available to 
western Canada and the Maritime 
provinces. High cost’ of transmis- 
sion, the announcement said, had

The injunction granted Friday by 
British Columbia courts preventing 
the shipment of bulk apples from 
the Kelowna fruit district will not 
affect prices here to any extent, it 
was learned from locai fruit whole- | 
salers, | 

Agitation on the part of the Brit- | 
ish Columbia Fruit Growers’ Asso- 
ciation for a cent-a-pound price for 
apples resulted in the injunction 
which covers bulk apples only 
Boxed apples do not come under the 
court’s ruling. 


PRESENT RATE 

The present freight rate on bulk 
apples is 95 cents a hundredweight, 
while for boxed apples the rate is 
77 cents. 

John Blue, secretary of the Ed- 
monton Chamber of Commerce, de- 
clared that in his opinion the in- 
junction would reduce the con- 
sumption of apples here due to the 
fact that bulk apples can be) 
brought in and distributed cheaper 
|than the boxed apples. } 


CAN'T UNDERSTAND 

The Chamber official was at & 
loss to understand the reason for 
| the injunction when the railways 
had an apple tariff approved by 
the board of railway commissioners 
for bulk shipments, the rate for 
which is higher than for boxed ap- 
ple shipments.

Do you favor the abandonment 
of the “dole” and the adoption 
of a program of public works as 
a metiiod of dealing with the 
problem of unemployment? What 
advantages or disadvantages do 
you see in such a system? 

The Liberal leader in British 
Columbia has embedied the idea 
of a works program in place of 
direct, relief in his election cam- 


paign now in progress. 
Kelow are replies to the above 
question: 


DICK JOHNSON, law student: “I 
understand the direct relief sys- 
tem is more economical, as far as 
the government is concerned. But 
as far as the individual is con- 
cerned it has a demoralizing ef- 
fect. I am in favor of a program 
of public works. In the first 
place it would be more satisfac- 
tory to the man who would other- 
wise be receiving direct relief. 
In the second place public works 
in a time of depression, as at 
present, can be carried on much | 
more cheaply than in prosperous 
times as material cost is lower. 
It is in times like these that pub- 
lic works should be carried out 
for-money can be saved on such 
undertakings. This should be the 
regular procedure, leaving im- 
provements to private enterprise 
during prosperous times and us- | 
ing monies to better advantage 
for public works in dull times. 


WILLIAM M. WATT, typographer: 
In principle there is no doubt in 
my mind as to what course should 
be followed; the works program 
is infinitely more sirable than 
the dole. Working for wages 
bujlds up a man’s moral fibre and 
character and gives him a sense 
of being an integral part of the 
economic system, The doje, to 
some extent at least, engenders 
an inferiority complex. But in 
these days, the question of cost 
must enter largely into the, 
scheme of things. It has been 
proved that the dole is less ex- 
pensive than providing material 
and wages for works programs 
and in a depression lasting as

Grain 


Market Collapse

In the accompanying article Mr. Elliott reviews 
British comment which directly refutes utterances 
of Canadicn officials regarding restriction of wheat 
production. He says the threat of enforcement of 
trade by barter in Britain constitutes a repudiation 
of one-way trade, and is a serious matter for Canada 
which must trade—or st-rve. The views are Mr. 
Elliott's and not necessarily those of The Bulletin.

In England they have a-trading association, com- 
monly known as “the Baltic’ which is a very 
leading factor in the shipping and grain trades in 
particular, and in the import and export trades in 
general, 

The members of this association are bringing 
to the public facts, in connection with the grain 
trade which directly contradict the Canadian official 
utterances as to the agreement for restricting wheat 
production. From the issue of Syren and Shipping 
under date of Aug. 30th, 1933, we reprint the fol- 
lowing summary: 


THE GRAIN CONFERENCE 

Since the problem of grain marketing was prim- 
arily responsible for the collapse of international 
trade, it is high time we all sat down and gave 
serious thought to this matter, If my memory is 
correct, Ceres was a-rather fickle goddess who 
blessed the earth according to the way she was 
treated. In our fifth form days we used to think 
those legends of Eleusis and Obnipus frightful 
bunkum; looking around the world of today we are 
not so sure. We cannot pretend it is any fault of 
Nature that for years elevators have been bulging 
with a huge wheat surplus while millions of human 
beings in almost every country are under-nourished 
or on the verge of starvation. It will take more 
than an agreement betwesen the leading producing 
nations to remedy th‘s state of affeirs. A few weeks 
ago I ventured the prophecy that although such an 
agreement was possible, the ‘willingness of consum- 
ing countries to co-operate along the desired lines 
was rather doubtful. Although writing at a time 
when the London Conference is at a critical stage, 
I see no reason ‘for not reiterating my original 
opinion. Nor, for that matter, have I met anybody 
on the grain side of the Baltic who has differed 
from my own views, It is one of those cases where 
we should all like to be proved wrong. But did 
we not feel the same way about our mism con- 
cerning previous international conferences which 
were to solve the problems of coal marketing, 
war debts, tariff barriers, ‘shipping subsidies, etc? 


OVER-PRODUCTION OK UNDER-CONSUMPTIGN 
When Sir Herbert Robson was elected chairman 

of the Exchange this year, those who knew him 
were convinced that sooner or later he would prob- 
ably let a very upsetting, if highly necessary, 
draught of icy cold air into the sudorific atmosphere 
of one of these international conferences, His is @ 
practical mind and his letter to the Times last week, 
to which further reference is made in “On Watch,” 
was very much to the point. It is nothing short of 
masterly in its summery of the current wheat situa- 
tion. It revealingly flutters the cobwebs of high 
finance and blows clean through the fetid ineffic- 
jencies of quotas and protection, After giving 
figures describing the enormous contraction in grain 
ess which has impoverished both farmers and 
industrialists, our chairman states a few hard facts 
without fear or favor, In normal circumstances, 
a fall in prices is usually remedied by an increase 
in consumption and a decrease in production; Can- 
ada and the US, he points out, have resisted 
economic trends and now hold a “baby” of 
16,000,000 tons of wheat--eno h to supply Europe's 
needs until next year's harvests! On the Continent, 
where wages are low, the price of bread is much

THE FALL IN CEREAL SHIPMENTS 

This refreshing breeze of expert opinion has also 
gathered a little ozone from other sourtes. Mr. F. 
W. G, Urquhart thinks grain exporters should ask 
themselves what goods and services they are willing 
to accept in exchange for their products. Perhaps 
he is right; but before proceeding further let me 
give a few statistics regarding grain shipments. 
The total of world shipments from January to the 
middle of August was 66,280,000 quarters, compared 
with 84,335,000 qrs. in 1932. This, you will agree, 
is a nasty drop; wheat shipments fell by over 
6.000.000 qrs., and maize by over 7,000,000 qrs, 
Exports from the U.S, and Canada dropped from 
21,162,000 qrs. to 16,307,000 qrs, exports from 
the Argentine from 42,310,000 qrs. to 29,246,000 qrs.; 
Russia from 3,264,000 qrs, to 1,560,000 qrs.; and 
Australia from 8,025,000 ars. to 7,515,000 qrs. Only 
Danube supplies were higher at 6,377,000 qrs., as 
against 5,086,000 qrs., the increase being chiefly 
maize. One thing is evident—the U.K, cannot be 
blamed for this retrogressive movement in trade. 
Although we haye a Wheat Act which provides 
for an average price of 45s, per quarter for home- 
produced wheat, in the first seven months of this 
year the U.K. imported 65,261,838 ewls,, compared 
with 61,491,074 in 1932 and 57,950,640 in 1931. 


A WAY OUT? 

Where are we heading? The average member of 
the Baltic—be he grain or shipping man—has plenty 
of time to ponder the subject these days, It is im- 
possible to conceive that a highly organized 
civilization will continue to “cut off its nose to spite 
its face,” and trade on an artificially contracted 
basis. ‘The American plan and the present world- 
wide dissatisfaction with political leadership are 
straws which show the way the wind is blowing. 
Economists are beginning to lose their shyness in 
attacking faults ip our modern financial structure. 
Limitation of uction and ff control are 
no cure for our troubles, They have been tried 
in tin, rubber, copper, nitrate and a duzen other 
industries, some of which (such ag nitrate) have 
completely ruined themselves in the process, Ample 
supplies of credit can be just as big a curse as @ 
blessing. The paramount fault in our credit system 
is that it has encouraged one-way traffic and bled 
some nations nearly white, instead of financing 
traffic in both directions, However, we are 
gradually approaching recognition of the funda- 
mental! truth that prosperity can only be regained 
by stimulating consumption rather than production, 
Sir Herbert Robson makes us face the fact. Mr. 
Urquhart goes a step farther and says trade must 
be on « quid pro quo basis, This, undoubtedly, is 
the trend of things, and the obstructive attitude of 
Threadneedle Street and Lombard Street will not 
stop the growing movement towards trading on @ 
barter basis. Although I am ed not to disclose 
details, | can whet your oppe te by saying the 
Baltic may soon find itself well in the news regard- 
ing barter business.” 

There can be no doubt that the English buyers 
are not going to pay ally sentimental prices for 
Canadian wheat so long as the Canadian inarket 
is closed to British goods by prohibitive tariffs. 
The threat of the enforcement of trade by barter 
is too real to be laughed off. The British merchants, 
not the British politicians, control the terms on 
which overseas products reach the British con- 
sumer; and the British merchants have now defin- 
itely repudiated one way trade, The difficulty is 
that Canadians must twade or starve,
